• Tlie McGili Students' Society has succeedéd in" getting 
the National Federation of Canadian University Students 
to approve a resolution. calling: for six million dollars worth 
of scholanships 'finariced jointly by Federal and Provincial 
governments. 

The plan, presented by Stu- 
dent's . Sotiety president, Stu 
Smith, to a national NFCUS mee- 
ting, called for, ."10,000 scholar- 
ships of approximately;$600 each, 
to ' b|s ; adminstered > by'^ lbej.Cana- 
dian Universities' Foundation and 
the Natlonal^fCdhfercnce or Ca- 
nadian Universities and. CoUeecs, 



the basis of. these -scholarships saying, "We. are concerned with 
to be financial 'need, intellectual '* 
ability, willingness to work." . 



OPPOSITION 

Tills plan originally aroused 
bitter opposition from the Uni- 
versities of Lavar and ' Montreal. 
They claimed that supporting this 
resolution would be giving this 
part of education over to the 
federal government, contrary to 
the BNA act. 

Roger St. Louis. Laval NFCUS 
chairman, attacked the motion 
pointing out that "If this is accep- 
ted the federal government must 
levy some tax to support it, but, 
is absolutely necessary that we 
repiain tmder the provincial go- 
vernment,"' 

SUPPORT ; 

Al this.' point Toronto's ..Stu- 
dent's Council President suppor- 
ted McGilU saying that there arc 
certain programs that only the 
federal goycrhment can finance. 
Ho said -thât^âlthoMgh he appre- 
ciated the " French universities' 
apprehension of the Federal go- 
vernment.

- Dr. James, whose term Ipsts 
five years, stressed the imnortance 
of -the-' I AU when he declored, 
"One of the most , pressing pro- 
blems facing our civilization.Is ef- 
ficient and substantial aid to liie 
new universities of the world."^ 

•The organization - is not faced 
with many .financial probléms. Its 
most preying concern is (itiding 
enough qualified men to'stiiff the 
new universities. 

The money to run tbe.IAU comes 
primarily from the '^United States 
and the Soviet Union.. However, 
one spokesman pointed ■ out that 
these two world leaders. are doing 
a certain extent of this financing

' nopoisky liad been rcfusfed a^visa; 
by tile Soviet Embassy in Xondon' 
wiitch would allow him to. attend, 
the International Preparatory 
Committee for a student youth 
forum to bo held next year In 
'the Crimea. 
• '^e are ^very aunirised at this 
refosal because we had -assurance 
Irom the Students' Council of thé 
USSR that 'the> Soviet Embassy Jn 
Xx>ndon° had been told' lof our 
.Intention of sending a Canadian 
delegate", Gerin said. 

Tlio embassy said that they lîad 
not been informed of Tarnopol- 
slcy's intended visit, and tliat he 
would need an invitation to gq to 
the meeting. 

Canada was one of the few 
Western nations sending a legiti- 
mate delegate. The forum mee- 
ting was held from Sept 15 to 
17, and Tarnopolslty aplicd al- 
most a week in advance for a 
visa.

It's- called apathy. Its most recent conquest — the universities, , long the 
cliampions of the free and inquiring mind. Its particular victim — McGill, once noted 
as a centre, of cosmopolitanism, now a hotbed of inertia and indifference. 



Its manifestations can be 
found evcrywherè. In lecture 
halls, where little or no effort 
is made to challenge the opi- 
nions of the professor. In slii- 
(lent affairs, where participa- 
tion in elections, campaigns, and . 
athletics is at a minimum. In 
its social life, which Is unva- 
ryingly uniform — the same 
•motheaten assortment of parties, 
and 'dances year after year. 

The reasons are numerous 
and complex, often buried deep 
in the tangled web of our mo- 
dern culture. It is universally 
recognized that the need for. 
security, in these troubled times 
has led to a generation of con- 
forrnists, and a society of con- 
formists Etircly results in a sta- 
le of apathy. History's brigh- 

- test periods were peopled by 
its greatest non-conformists — 

' ancient Greece and the Renais- 
sance with a Socrates and a 
Leonardo, da Vinci as the most 
famous examples of the free in- 
tellect. 

Other causes are tpectfically 
related io the present titualion 
at McGill. Both the university 
•nd lit itudenit must bear the 
retponsibility (or the apathy 
noticeable iniajltioe many lec>. 
tur«f, student.'affiirs and even 
social, «ctlvitlei. 

In the academic field, a short- 
age of university funds in the 
past has resulted in the em- 
ployment of a few hideously 
overworked professors attempt- 
ing to put across a maxirtum 
of facts and opinions to huge 
classes attend by hundreds ol 
students. Such large numbers 
make it virtually impossible for 
any personal professor-student 
contacts to be developed. The 
tionours programmes with" their 
tutorials and '. seminars assure 
this vital : interchange "of Ideas 
to a certain degree, but the vast 
majority of the student body 
remains untouched. 

' It is the students themselves 
who must be blamed for the 
breakdown in communications 
at this point. Too many lack 
the courage.' to .approach ' the 
professor with problems, ques- ; 
tions or any show of interest 
which might.be noted by their 
confreres; 

Thc most ridiculous relic of 
high school days is the tenden- 
cy to sneer at (ellow students 
who dare venture an opinion or 
even a simple answer^ but this 
attitude is still widcjy • préva- 
lent. The thought that all heads. 

presumably intelligent oiies 
— will be turned, ready to smi- 
le scornfully at .a possible mis- 
lake, is usually enough to pre- 
vent the avqrage^ student from 
offering any response unless it 
becomes absolutely imperative. 
His motto could well be stated 
as Î. "Better to remain silent 
and be thought a fool than to 
open your mouth and remove 
all jdoubt"., .-.;* , 

' Thtt sura«Tloi conform, to be 
«oeUUyfi«4p»M^|» far too 
ttrongvlbilMf broken^ in -• short 
liniéitiflind when the student 
rinillyftfMS realize the utter 
futility' and: ilupldliy of such 
an aitliude, it Ic usually too 
late. HiiT habits are formed — . 
he cannot change. 

Extra-curricular activities en- 
Joy the same lack of prestige. 
One of the, more disturbing 
"featurss.©! thlf state may^be 
3elic]ediwBbérûsirig\the gra- 
duates'-Hectloii f- of Old McGill 
and nothing the number who do 
not seem to. have participated 
In any activities whatsoever du- 
ring four year* of college. It is 



to be hoped that these students 
are the few who have managed 
to get some'thing worth while 
out of their academic pursuits, 
but even this appears doubtful. 
More likely are they to be the 
most apathetic of all. . 

Students in a particular orga- 
nization; jporeover, do tend to 
be disparaging about the efforts 
of another group with other 
aims, and the combination of 
the biases and prejudices of all 
these individuals may prove 
enough to discour.it^c prospecti- 
ve .members of any club. 

In addition, it must be re- 
membered, that the 'McGill 
Union Itself is an active deter- 
rent to many. Its forbidding 
and unattractive exterior hou- 
ses some of the most outmoded, 
most inconvenient and down- 
right dingy offices imaginable 
in which to transact business. 
The hole-in-the-wall where the 
Red and White Revue has its 
annual beginnings is a case in 
point. 

Even for the apathy and Iner- 
tia visible in thé purely social 
side of college, the Royal' Insti- 
tution for the Advancement of 
Learning must assume'" some 
responsibility,;; although - its' role 
here is comparatively minor. 
The sky-high fees in the past 
have virtually assured the uni- 
versity of a student body selec- 
ted by wealth, rather than sheet 
native ability. Rare is the stu 
dent whose family .income is

Can anything be done to re- 
medy this sad condition? At 
the moment, McGill's financial 
future has never been so brigjit. 
. Higher salaries arc to be paid 
to professors, improved facili- 
ties in a new Union are forth- 
coming, ont^ lower tuition fees 
may make university possible 
for people who now have the 
ability but not the money to 
undertake a college education. 

The rest is up to the students 
themselves. .Only time will tell 
whether they will be able to 
pull themselves out of the rut 
In which they arc now so firm- 
ly established.

Stadium, «ight tennis courts, For- 
bes Field, and Xower Campus. 

All students who have paid 
their athletic fees, have not pla- 
yed for an intercollegiate team 
in the same -sport in the aame 
year, and have not been barred 
from intercollegiate competition 
because -of :-ptofeisloiialism are 
eligible -fa&4iiitranutal tompeti-; 
tion. Practices in some sports ha- 
ve already started and any stu^ 
dents wishing information as to 
the start of practices in any par- 
ticular sport should direct their 
inquiries to Mr. H. Byan, Intra- 
mural sports director. Room 2 
of the gymnasium. Along with 
the :facillties most of the equip- 
ment is 'supplied. -The ■facuUies 
-supply all lunifonns 'except those, 
for Ice hockey where they are 
supplied by the gymnasium,- along 
with all the other equipment -ex- 
cept fort skates. In sports like 
touch football .the sports depart- 
ment supplies TOferces and game 
balls. 

The reigning body over intra- 
mural sports is the Intramural 
Recreational Council. This council 
is made up of a group of faculty 
representatives, one to each fa- 
culty.

They 
meet - once a month tmd * decide 
juch'ithiogs astthevdates ofttour- 
naments, '.the :!final ùdate lof .-entry 
of '.teams, rand :the Tnmnber. lof 
teams allowed^er ffaciilty. :Xhe 
council also vdiscusses < defaults 
and protests. 

Of the intramural sportsritouch 
football is one of the most;popu- 
lar. There are a number of teams 
from each .faculty eaeh iplaying 
games with a .idouble'élimination 
play-off. 

The ice-hockey, floor -hockey, 
basketball, voUybAll, awimming, 
table tennis, -squash,'Iiandball, Ti- 
flery, badminton tournamentsand 
leagues '^begiii labont '.timtmiddle 
of .'November.

Advanced judo classes will start 
September 28 while beginners 
will start on October 17. A colour 
tournament will be held at the 
end of the season. 

Gymnastics -start in early Octo- 
ber with a new coach — tEckhart 
Schwarz. 

Fencing starts early in October 
with a tournament after Christ- 
mas. 

For upper-year students who 
cannot or do not want to take 
part in intcr-collcgiate sports in- 
tramural sports arc the best forms 
of organized sports tliat can be 
found. For -freshmen :intnnnaral 
sports count Hot tS' points -each 
towards the 20 .they need and 
they have a greater 'Choice than 
among the courses given. Tor all 
male students, intramural sports 
provide a very good opportunity 
to partake in any organised com- 
petition of their choice.
